"On December 23,1836, the Legislature of the 
State of Georgia chartered The Georgia Fe¬ 
male College. The first class graduated July 
26, 1840. In 1843, the name was changed to 
Wesleyan Female College; in 1919 to Wesleyan 
College. 

The oldest sororities in the world were 
founded at Wesleyan. The Adelphean Soci¬ 
ety, now Alpha Delta Pi Sorority, 1851, and 
the Philomathean Society, now Phi Mu Fra¬ 
ternity, 1852. The world's first alumnae asso¬ 
ciation for a women's college was organized 
at Wesleyan in 1859. 

Through early years of doubt, Wesleyan bore 
witness that women were capable of receiv- 
ing higher education. The motto on its seal - 
Seienta et Pietas - represents ideals which 
have inspired her graduates to go forth to the 
far comers of the earth to teach, to lead, to 
serve. 

In 1928, the college moved six miles north¬ 
west to the new Rivoli campus. The Wesleyan 
Conservatory and school of Fine Arts re¬ 
mained in the original buildings until 1953 
when they were transferred to Rivoli. Old 
Wesleyan College and the adjoining Pierce 
Chapel burned February 24, 1963. 
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Church, the 2001 gradu¬ 
ates marched. Before re¬ 
ceiving their diplomas, 
they first remembered 
the roots of their soon- 
to-be Alma Mater, and 
received its blessing.
